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THE CITY OF QUINCY. 

j Historical. —This City, within the space of a few short years, 

has arisen to a position of very considerable importance. It 
; lays in Latitude North, 40 degrees, and West Longitudo 14 
degrees, from the City of Washington, 160 miles from St. Louis, 

J and 109 miles from Springfield, the seat of Government, in 

1 A point more highly favored by nature, is seldom found—fur¬ 
nishing the richest growth of all kinds of grain, luxuriant grass¬ 
es and every variety of fruit in abundance. 

Quincy was originally selected as a town site, by the sagacious 
eye of John Wood, Esq., who still resides among us, and has, 
for many successive years, been Mayor of the City. Particulars 
connected with this gentleman’s early history as connected with 
this spot, and his labors upon it, are exceedingly interesting, as 
well as that of his associates, a few of whom are still here.— 
Limits will not allow me to present them to the reader. It i3 
i hoped, however, that the task will, ere long, be undertaken by 
some one .better able to do the matter justice. 

Quincy is located upon a bold bluff, at an average of 150 feet I 
above the river. This elevation favors the citizens with a com- 
j raanding view of the water for several mile3, above and below 
i tho city; also, of the towns of Palmyra and La Grange, in Mis¬ 
souri, each of which are some 12 miles distant. The river, at 
i this point, is about one mile wide. Eunning along and under the 
j north-west front of the city lies a beautiful bay, formerly called 
“ Boston Bay,” from the oircumstance of a Bostonian having 
’ once navigated his craft up this Bay, mistaking it for tho main 
j channel of the river. 

I Mr. Wood built his cabin, which was 18 by 20 feet, in Decem- 
! ber, 1822, without nails or sawed lumber. This was the first 
; j residence in “ the diggings.” At that time there were only 
! three white inhabitants within the bounds of the present county 

I of Adams, and these were obliged to go to Atlas, 40 miles, to 

a horse mill, for com meal,their principal breadstuff. 
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| On the present site of Quincy, once.stood an old Sack village, i 
j On the trees in the vicinity, indications existed of a very ancient i; 
j character. Upon felling and splitting these trees, balls wero i 
round which had been shot into them (in the opinion of some) | 
fi fty or more years before. 

i A few years since, some pieces of wood, an iron ring and sta- I 
j [ile, were found (50 feet below the earth’s surface. The Mounds j; 
i in and about the city, are depositories of Indian boDes and armor j 
| of ancient date. 

■ The County Court, on the 9th of November, 1825, ordered a ! 
i! survey and plat of the Town to be made, and the lots advertised j 
!; for sale ; whereupon, Judge H. H. Snow, Clerk, laid off two hun- j 

■ dred and thirty lots, in size, 99 by 198 feet, reserving a public j 
i square in the center of the town, 646 feet square. 

j By the survey, John Wood’s cabin was thrown outside of j 
the Town, thus leaving only one house, that of Willard Keyes, I 
Esq., within the Town limits. 

The streets cross at right-angles, those running East and West 
bearing the pames of the States of the Union ; those running i 
North and South and parallel with the river, are numbered First j 

I or Front, Second, Third, &c. Extensive additions have been J 
made at times to the city, until its present bounds are North and 

j South, East, and West, each two and a half miles. 

Without access to market, or to mill/the first settlers of Quincy, 
i built their houses without nails, glass, brick or mortar, the prin¬ 
cipal utensils used, being the axe and augur. The necessaries of 
i life were scarcely attainable, to say nothing of the luxuries, or 

II more refined creature comforts. In the cultivation of their land, 
i viz: 30 acres of corn, (without fence) they were obliged to go thirty 

j j miles to have their plows sharpened. One tnan would swirgyt 
i plowshare on each side of an Indian pony, pile on such other ar- 
j 1 tides of iron as needed repairs, lay in a stock of provisions, 

| j mount and set out . 

j! The number of inhabitants increased during the year to six- 
:! teen. From 1825 to 1835, they increased to five hundred; du- 
: i ring all of which time, they continued to import all their bacon 
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and flour. From the latter period up to the present, the amount of 
exports of those articles has been so rapid as to astonish our busy 


As late as 1832, when the Black Hawk war broke out, the In" 
dians, principally of the Sack and Fox tribes, were very numer- ' 

: ous, the shores of the river being frequently covored with their t 
wigwams, both above and below the town. Coming in from their 
j hunting excursions they brought large quantities of feathers, 

! deer-skins, moccasins, bees-wax, honey, maple sugar, grass 
i floor mats, venison, musk rat and coon-skins, 
i Tlie first sure opened in Quincy, was in the year 1826, by 
I Ashur Anderson, who opened his stock, valuod at one thousand 
dollars, in Brown's Log Tavern. In 1828, Messrs. Robert Till- 
I son and Chari os Holmes, established themselves as merchants in j 
1 copartnership, in a log cabin, on the North side of tho square, 
in what was afterward known as tho old “ Land Oflioc Hotel.” 
i Subsequently, they erected, for their accommodation, a frame i 
1 building, it being the first frame built in the town. This build- j 
ing still occupies an important position, and has long been known 
as tho old “ Post-Offioe Corner.” 

Quincy, ns a place of residence, is fast becoming one of the 
most desirable in the Western States, possessing all the advan 
(ages of older Eastern Towns. 

During the residence of tho writer for tho last ten yenrs in 
: this city, (his opportunity of judging being such ns to enable 
him to state it as a fact,) the health of tho city has been con- 
' 1 stantly improving, and it may now be said to be as healthy as 
j any portion of tho Great West. 

Great expense and labor have been appropriated; the streets of 
the city have boen highly beautified, and elaborately adorned with 
troes and shrubbery—generally graded, flagged, McAdamised j 
and lighted with gas. Stately edifices, both public and private 
may be seen; and other decorative objects arc so tastefully in- i 
terspersod as to call for, and universally receive the high en- | j 
comium from all visitors in their ncreirinations throueh the 1 1 
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[ It is with a pleasing interest that we recapitulate incidents : i 
relating to the coining into life and subsequent progress of our ; 
; City, and it is with confidence that we can say, the end is not i 
J yet; her more glorious day is but just beginning to dawn; her !

| are only beginning to be felt and appreciated. But a few days ;' 
more will have passed and a connection will be formed with the 
1 Atlantic Cities.

| brought to bear, was small ambfeeble. Successful business—a j 
j constant struggle—in the effort, a few good fellows, a little miss-

! til, at this day, we can boast of as large a population of worthy, ! 
substantial and prudent business men, as any city need have. . 

Many commendable examples may be found among our citi- ;! 

1 zens deserving of especial remark, for their skill, ability and j 
!; good business tact. One house, perhaps, I may be justified in | 1 
| referring to—the Messrs. Thayer, not however, without having :

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| manufactures generally are increasing beyond almost a rational 
! belief. Steam engines may be seen leaving our shops of as ex- 
| quisite workmanship as need be found. The architectural taste 
j and skill of our builders, receive their best comment in their 
j works. Cabinet furniture is daily shipped up and down the 
I river, to supply towns adjacent. The exports of flour, heretofore 
! immense, are to be increased. Old mills, once considered amply 
large, are giving place to larger; new ones are in course of crce- 
j tion. Iron Foundries are spread all along on Front Street, all 
I thronged with work. One especially deserves remark—that of 
' the Messrs. Comstock 4 Co., which does an immense business, and 
1 is daily turning out stoves of all imaginable patterns, and of 
workmanship unsurpassed. 

i Our Bluffs furnish us with an inexhaustable supply of build- 
• ingstone; this is taken out rough and in the twinkling of an eye. i 
! I had almost said, is, by the aid of improved machinery, trails- ' 
formed into any desirable size for building purposes, and which i j 
may be conveyed by boat or rail-road at a trifling expense, to 
any section of the country. Many other manufactories are 
much needed to meet the largely increasing demand for all de¬ 
scriptions of articles. Paper, for instance—linseed oil mills, j 
cotton and woolen manufactories, 4c. Unusual advantages are 
here held out to capitalists who are desirous of profitable 
investments ; the large influx of foreigners makes laborers j : 
abundant; raw materials are easily obtained ; coal—the sup¬ 
ply inexhaustable and of the finest quality. All manufactured j 
articles are in great demand. Our pork packers have the ability 
and pecuniary means necessary to enable them to hold out every 
inducement to the producer to seek this market. And for wheat, 
barley, flaxseed, and all other grains, Quincy has advantages 
over other Northern Towns. 

Our Churches are commodious, substantial, and well attended, j 
and numerous in proportion to our population. All the domi- ] 
| nant or leading sects and isms of the day are strongly represent- ! ‘ 
j ed. as are also, all the various systems and ics of the medical : 

! profession, in the city. 














Our Hotels are capacious and well conducted. The Quincy 
House is particularly entitled to notice; it is a noblo struoturo 
and one of those, for which many cities are indebted for their 
greatest ornaments to individual enterprise ; and in sadly too 
many instances, as in this, at great private sacrifice. For this 
House, Quincy is under lasting obligation to the late John Till- 
son, Esq.; as a creditable memorial of whose public spirit, it 
stands out in bold relief. I might also speak of the V irginia 
Hotel, Irving House, and others, but space will not allow. 

Our Schools are of the higher, and very perfect character for 
children of both sexes and all ages. 

Our Post-Office, too, having several times beon enlarged, is 
now undergoing improvement, by increasing its dimensions to 
double its former proportions, and also in its greatly changed 
interior arrangements, with a view to convenience and despatch. 

| Thcro are five large sized, first class newspapers, published in 
Quincy, which in typographical appearance and extent of circu¬ 
lation, will compare favorably with any city in the Union; and 
this seems to afford all necessary evidence of their editorial abil- 
ty and character. The Whig, Herald, and Patriot, each issues 
daily, tri-weekly and weekly sheets; the other two, which are 
printed in the German language, issue weekly editions only. j 

Quincy, was, by a recent act of Congress, constituted a Port I 
of Delivery, and subject to the samo regulations and restric- ! 
] tions as other similar ports in the United States, providing for 
| the security and payment of duties on foreign merchandise im- 
i ported into those ports—such as Pittsburg, Wheeling, Cincin- 
I nati, Louisville, St. Louis, Nashville and Natchez, and is an- 
j nexed to, and made a part of, the collection district of New 
j Orleans. A resident Surveyor of Customs has been appointed) 

! in conformity to said act, the first incumbont boing Thomas 
, C. Benneson, Esq. 

This theme is a prolific one and might be extended, but I 
j; have already overpassed my bounds, and will close by saying 
; that I heartily wish that some one possessing greater ability 
and more leisure, would tako the subject in hand, and give it 
I that attention which the position of the City and the facts in 
j the case demands.

T.) Salt Bi tter. —Take 1 lb. best table salt; V lb. good brown 
sugar; J lb. salt petre; rub these all well together, to a very fine, 
powder; take 1 ounce of this mixture for e very pound of butter 
work the butter thoroughly, getting out all the buttermilk, then 
pack close for use. This plan is much approved, and butter 
cured in this way has a rich marrowy consistence and can bo 
kept two or three years, it is better kept two or three weeks 
before using. 

Dairy Vessels. —Every dairy should have a tub of lime water 
in it to rinse dairy vessels in, it is sure to remove all acidity or 
bad and injurious odors. 

To make it, take, to ten gallons of water, a piece of lime the 
size of a two quart measure. 

Cheese. —The calf from which tho rennet is to bo taken 
should not be allowed to suck on the day it is to be killed. The 
office of tl:e rennet is to supply the gastric juice by which tho curd 
is formed. Again, cheesemakers, anxious to have tho curd 
“come soon,” use an excessive quantity of rennet, which gives to 
cheese an acrid taste. Only so much should be used ns will curd 
in about 50 minutc3. Experienced cheese-makers have found 
that about a table spoonful of flour put in with the salt into tho 
middlo of the cheese is a very good thing.

CHINA AND GLASS.—The manufacture of pottery is called 
the Ceramic art, a Greek word, signifying burnt clay. It is of I 
very ancient date, for Jeremiah was commanded to “go down to 
the potter’s house.” This art has, till the present day, been 
steadily improving. 

EARTHEN-WARE is simply clay moulded and baked. 

CHINA is clay mixed with flinty earth, and becomes semi¬ 
transparent, and was first brought from China, hence the name. 

PORCELAIN—From porcelana, a Portugese word, meaning a 
“cup,” first made in Europe, about 450 years ago, is a finer kind 
of pottery, yet not so fine as China. 

For a young housekeeper, from uncle or grandma, a- a 
wedding present,'‘a sett of tea things,” or “a dinner service” is 
—as the dream book says—“a good token.” Therefore some 
instructions as to how to take care of it, may not be amiss here. 

To “season” either glass or china, so that it will remain sound 
on exposure to sudden changes of heat and cold, is of the first 
1 importance. This is done by placing the articles in cold water, 
j and bringing it gradually to the boiling point, and then allow¬ 
ing it to cool very slowly; this may take a whole day or more, 
j The best glass and china are seasoned or “annealed” by the 
manufacturer,

The person who suggested this plan, called this his 
select or “barrel wheat,” and sold it as high as $3 a bushel. 

CULTURE OF THE PLUM.—Plum trees like a moist soil.—

preserves moisture and keeps the trees healthy. Scatter fresh 
lime thickly over the tan every year, as soon as the green fruit 
begins to fall; this kills the curculio that attempts to enter the 
ground. Tho tan keeps down weeds, keeps the roots cool and 
ensures a good crop. It needs renewing every three or four years. 

BEANS.—At a large meeting of a farmer’s club, it was stated 
that after several trials with milch cows, either for butter or 
cheese making, ground bean meal made the best feed, also for 
fattening.

I in respect to agriculture, blazing in the valley, and beaming 
i; from the hill tops, and every where diffusing an invigorating 
! and healthful radiance. Men of the brightest powers, of pro- 
! j found investigation and of the most liberal,disinterested views, 
j are pursuing the science of Agriculture with zeal and in a 
[ spirit of true philosophy. 

We may regard improvement in this art, in its social, politi¬ 
cal and moral bearing, its connexion with the subsistence of 
mankind, their general comfort and tho progress of civilization, 
as demanding the attention of the political economist, the states¬ 
man and the philanthropist. There can, therefore, be no object 
to which our attention could be more rationally devoted. 

In overlooking a field, as it first presents itself, we see noth¬ 
ing but a surface of inert dust, yet we know from past observa¬ 
tion that there are at work powers and influences within and 
around, of the most subtle and amazing character.

the happiness of man, the sustenance and nourishment of ani¬ 
mal life. 

These golden treasures of the field, coming so regularly, with 
such comparative certainty ; these rich fruits, of a benificence 
so entirely beyond man’s control, yet so constant, so liberal and

should not claim equality with the animal he drives, for ‘"the 
ox knoweth his owner,” and “the ass his master’s crib.” 

Who, let me ask, would not proudly become a co-worker in an 
enterprise so laudable, surrounded by such aids as are here enu¬ 
merated, furnished by that band by which man was driven, 
originally, for paradisaical blis-\ under the sentence, “by the 
j sweat of thy brow shalt thou earn tby bread; ” yet which, in very 
kindness, has so largely ameliorated his condition ? 

' Man is surrounded by further aids, of which I shall speak, 
j presently. As in the old World, so in this, our West, with a 
rapidly increasing population the products of our soil are obvi- 
1 ously an object to be sought after, and in a great country like 
1 this, I would scarcely dare give the calculation of the immense 
amount which would he realized by the increase, by a proper 
j improvement or culture by our farmers, of a simgle bushel to the 
acre, or by a diminution in the ordinary quantity of seed sown, ;

: compensate for all the labor and expense of all our Agricultural |! 
I Societies. 

i Our fanners, generally, would greatly promote their own in- '

! Agricultural schools have been suggested; these, or a college j 
i of the praotical arts, and of those -ounces which bear directly j 
, upon practice, is greatly needed by a community like ours, ;

I pecially with the advancement of the great art of agricnlture. t j 
| And we may confidently look for the most important benefits to ! 
j agriculture from the study and application of these sciences.— j 
Botany, also, showing the habits and uses of plants. Compara- ! 
tive Anatomy and Physiology, so useful in improvement and 1 
treatment of diseases of animals. Mechanics—in constructing

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implements and buildings. Hydraulics—so important in drain¬ 
ing—the general management of water—the uses of that won- 
iderful agent—. team. Engineering, Ac.—All show the impor¬ 
tance of an institution where such branches may be taught under 
competent teachers, with proper apparatus to illustrate them. 

Improved machinery has been brought in to aid in furtherance 
of the great design. W e sometimes see men professing to be en¬ 
lightened, cavilling against improved machinery, and prating 
about the simplicity of the good old times, when clam shells 
were used for spoons, thorns for pins, and in some instances do 
far worse, by fostering the vindictive prejudices of the vulgar, 
against those inventions of art and genius which relieve the se¬ 
verity, facilitate the exertion and immensely increase the pro¬ 
ductive power of labor, and that without (as some contend,) 
withdrawing from the poor laboring man any advantages or op¬ 
portunities he may heretofore have possessed, while greatly light- 
cning his burthen. Such men may be held, without excuse, and 
might wish them no worse lot than to be exiled, for a season, 
some parts of Ireland, where these prejudices against im¬ 
proved machinery are as fierce as their’s can be, and where they 
ay find millions living in a state of destitution as complete 
id absolute as seems computable with the continuance of life. 
Before leaving the subject of machinery, it may be added that 
improved machinery increases production and multiplies it to an 
unlimited extent, with these twenty, aye forty acres can be 
ploughed, harrowed, manured, cultivated, and the produce har¬ 
vested, threshed and prepared for food, where under the rude 
old system one acre only could be cultivated and the product 
secured. 

The limits of this work will not admit of a lengthy deserta- 
tion, it may, however, be added, that all necessary information 
may be had at a trifling cost in the various agricultural works 
now published, and which may be had at our book stores, as may 
also improved agricultural implements at our agricultural' 
houses, for which see pages 26, 27, 34 and 35. 

In the eastern States much attention has been paid to the pro¬ 
pagation of the Locust tree for fencing posts, and that might be 
made a fruitful source of profit in Illinois, for these must be 5 " 
great demand in occupying our vast prairies. 

Some months since, while on my way to Chicago, I observed, 
in the vicinity of Bloomington, several very beautiful groves, 
arranged in rows with much taste. I made application ton 
friend, J. W. Fell, Esq., of that city, and learned from him, 

I desired, that they are the Black Locust. In 1835, he planted 
about seven acres, the first planted there, on land now the 
grounds of and near the residence of Judge Davis; some of the 
trees then planted have attained the height of 50 or 60 feet.

Mr. Fell further says that, considering the value of the timber 
for fencing aud other purpose?, few enterprises offer more cer¬ 
ium, not to say rich remuneration. When in addition to the 
direct pecuniary advantages of such improvements, we take into 
account the highly ornamental appearance they give the country 
and the influence they exert in ameliorating the rigours of our 
climate, we may well doubt whether any improvements we can 
make in a country like this, are so certainly and highly remu- ; 
nerative. 

One thing, however, is to be regretted, these trees have been 1 
recently attacked by tho borer, making such havoc as almost to 
threaten their existence. It may be, perhaps, premature to con¬ 
demn the Locust as a forest tree—a substitute may be found, if 
necessary, in the Silver Leafed Maple, a rapid growing and high¬ 
ly ornamental tree—extensively cultivated in and around the 
city of Philadelphia; these are not good for fencing. Another 
substitute is proposed, and one well suited to fencing purposes.— 
The Chestnut. This tree has been cultivate 1 in our own city, by 
John Wood, Esq., from whom I obtained the following: in iS31, 
he planted' the Chestnut, as brought by him, carefully packed ii 
sand, from New Jersey, the growth seemed quite steady and cer 
' dn. he say- he knows no reason why the tree may not be grown 
in any portion of onr State. At eight years they commenced 
bearing. Mr. Wood has transplanted them after a hearing age.
